J. R. Doves, the Special Agent of the 
Census Bureau for the collection of agricult- 
ural statistics, issued a report yesterday 
showing that the tobacco crop of 1880 was 80 
per cent greater than the crop of 1870, the 
amount produced in 1880 being 473,107,578 
pounds, as against 262,735,341 pounds in 1870. 
The crop in 1870 wasybelow the average, 
while that of 1880 was fully up to an average. 
Fifteen States now produce as much as all 
the States produced in 187%. Only four 
States— Missouri, Illinois, Indiana, and Mas- 
sachusetts—produce less than they produced 
in 1870. Kentucky, which ranks first asa 
tobacco State, produced 36 per cent of the 
whole crop. Virginia ranks second, and 
Pennsylvania third. The average yield per 
acre has been 731 pounds, varying from 1,590 
pounds in Massachusetts to 471 pounds in 
North Carolina. IIlinois produced 3,936,700 
pounds, an average of 699 to the acre.

the United States Senate. At any rate, this 
objection has given the Democrats 
no trouble or uneasiness during 
the balloting for the past three 
weeks, when Conkling was either the 
leading Republican candidate for the va- 
cancy, or was but a few votes behind the 
leader.

New York, June 22.— The failure of the 
Republican Centrak Committee to hold a 
meeting to-night for want of a quorum 
caused a discussion among the adherents of 
the Conkling machine.

It is now manifest 
that Conkling and Gen. Arthur cannot con- 
trol the next delegation from this city 
ww the State Convention, hence 
there is no longer a doubt that the 
party will be reorganized here.

OBACCO 
THE CENSUS REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, D, C., June 22.—The report 
of J. R. Dodge, special agent for the collec- 
tion of statistics of agriculture, showing the 
tobacco product of the United States for the 
census years 1880 and 1870, was issued from 
the Census-Office to-day. A comparative 
statement presented in the report shows an 
increase in the production of 80 per cent dur- 
ing the decade, the product in 1880 being 
placed at 473,107,573 pounds, and that of 1870 
at 262,735,341 pounds. This apparent in- 
crease, Mr. Dodge says, exaggerates the real 
advance in tobacco cultivation, as the pre- 
ceding census crop was a small one, 
and fear of taxation may have 
operated to prevent a full census of the 
tobacco crop in 1870, The crop reported in 
1880 was one of good production, notin ex- 
cess of the present requirements of heme 
consumption and exportation. Fifteen 
States produce now, as in 1870, more than 99 
per cent of the tobacco of the United States, 
though it is reported in twenty-two other 
States andeTerritories. Of these only Mis- 
souri, Lilinois, Indiana, and Massachusetts 
produce less than in 1870. 

KENTUCKY 

occupies the first position, producing 36 per 
cent of the total product of the country, Vir- 

inia holds the second place, Pennsylvania 

as advanced from twelfth to third, Wiscon- 
sin from fifteenth to tenth, 
Carolina, Connecticut, and 
have each gained one point 
rank of tobacco States. Those that have 
retrogaded in relative production are 
Massachusetts, . West Virginia, 
Indiana, IIIinois, issourt, and Tennessee. 
The average yield per acre is shown to be 
731 pounds, varying from 1,599 pounds in 
Massachusetts to 471 pounds iu North Caro- 
lina, This variation in the rate of yield, the 
report states, is due in a differing degree to 
the use or neglect of fertilizers, the habit of 
growth of different varieties, and vicissitudes 
of the seasons,

Ma. J. H. Wan has offered to the City of 
Cleveland a private park of 100 acres opened 
and maintaified by him in the Seventeenth 
Ward of that city, on condition that the 
municipality shall expend from $100,000 to 
$175,000 in the improvement of the property. 
He reserves for un institution, supposed to be 
educational or charitable, within the grounds, 
alot not exceeding eight acres. The pro- 
posed park will have a frontage of 1,100 feet 
on Kuclid avenue. The gift is a magnificent 
one, and the manner of conferring it adds to 
its value. If Mr. Wade had lived in Chicago 
he would probably have lobbied a bill 
through the Legisiature authorizing the city 
to purchase his park at twice its value; and 
would have got damages for the injury to 
adjacent property, caused by having such an 
institution in the midst of the city. Then he 
would have boulevarded across from the 
park to some more property belonging to 
him in the distance, having previously “ cor- 
nered“ all the real estate on the way; and 
would have netted a handsome profit out of 
the transaction.

in the Senate of the United States because he 
was opposed to monopolies. But his long 
letter of resignation contains no reference to 
monopolies. If it is important that the rail- 
roads should not elect Senators, it is still 
more essential that they should not appoint 
Judges of the Supréme Court. Mr. Conkling 
was so indifferent to the encroachment of this 
kind attempted in the case of Stanley 
Matthews that he left his place in Washington 
and hurried to New York to confer with his 
friends about the Collectorship on the very 
day when Matthews’ name was to come up 
for confirmation.

As an anti- 
monopolist, Mr. Conkling is a trifle too fresh 
for any use. He did not resign on the issue 
of monopoly vs. anti-monopoly, and he 
should not be re@lected on thatissue. His 
attempt to change his pleadings and allege 
an entirely different state of facts from those 
he formerly set up merely shows how 
desperate and unscrupulous he has become. 


A PROJECT TO HARM CHICAGO. 

It required the warning and infliction of two 
great conflagrations—that of October, 1871, 
and that of July, 1874—to secure the present 
fire ordinance, which prohibits the erection 
of pine buildings anywhere within the city 
limits. Immunity from general conflagrations 
and great losses by fire during the past six or 
seven years has brought on a certain apathy 
as to protection against fires, and a combina- 
tion of land speculators and Communists has 
been formed to break down the present 
ordinance ahd prepare the way for another 
disastrous conflagration at some future day. 
A man who, if he had his deserts, would to- 
day be “doing time” for robbing the Gov- 
ernment appears in the Common Couneil as 
the agent of the incendiary clique, and it is 
proposed to authorize the erection of two- 
story pine shanties in the most dangerous 
localities in the city. The underwriters 
have organized a strong protest against the 
proposed modification of the fire ordinance, 
but the insurance companies have not half 
the interest in defeating the scheme that the 
business-inen and householders of Chicago 
have. It is the business of insurance com- 
panies to take fire- risks, and they regulate 
their charges according to the extent of the 
danger. They would probably be able to 
protect themselves, partly by the withdrawal 
of insurance and partly by increased premi- 
ums. But the people who own houses in 
Chicago, large or small, and the people who 
are doing business here, every man in pro- 
portion to his investment, will not be able to 
escape the penalty of the incendiary project 
proposed by Hildreth in the Common Coun- 
cil. All must submit to the higher charges 
the insurance companies will certainly adopt 
in case this project shall be carried out, and 
all must take their chances in the common 
menace of a sweeping and destructive confla- 
gration. 

The districts in which the fire-fiends in the 
Council propose to authorize the erection of 
two-story pine shanties areas follows: In 
the West Division, south of Fourteenth 
street and west of Ashland avenue, and north 
of North avenue; in the South Division, 
south of Twenty-second street and west of 
Clark street: and in the North Division, north 
of North avenue. The sections described in 
the South and West Divisions now offer 
greater menace of fire to Chicago 
than all the remainder of the city. 
These localities already contain a vast 
number of combustible pine shanties, 
the most of which were erected before the 
adoption of the present fire ordinance, but 
many of which have been put up since then 
in violation of that ordinance. The prevail- 
ing winds in this region are from the south 
and west. If license be given to fill up the 
vacant spaces in the districts described with 
new fire-traps, then a conflagration fairly 
started in the southwestern portion. of the 
city threatens the valuable business and resi- 
dence portions of the city with total destruc- 
tion. 

But thisis notall. The kind of buildings 
which the incendiaries of the Common Coun- 
cil propose to authorize is more dangerous 
than any other. The dimensions described 
in the proposed amendment are 20x30 feet 
and 17 feet high. Such pine shanties are not 
sufficiently valuable or permanent to war- 
rant brick foundations, or the ordinary pro- 
tection against fire with which it is possible 
to provide wooden structures. Such houses 
will be built with the cheapest and most in- 
flammable white pine.—the same material 
used for matches and kindling-wood,—and 
they will be placed upon wooden posts 
to supply a draft whenever a fire 
shall break out among them. The 
most comprehensive and most efficient fire 
department which it would be possible to 
establish and maintain. at a cost several 
times greater than that of the present De- 
partment, would not guarantee Chicago 
against destruction from fire if the city were 
surrounded by a cordon Of sharties such as 
Hildreth and his fellow-incendiaries in the 
Council desire to authorize. ' 

The movement tomodify the fire ordinance 
is in the nature of a devilish conspiracy to 
burn down the city again. It is promoted 
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i. boldly on the ground that the 
city ought to be burned down once every ten 
or twelve years in order to furnish abun- 
dant work at high wages for poor men 
in, rebuilding it. There is also a class of 
land speculators, who own “ acre property” 
in the outlying portions of the city and hope 
to find a market for their unsalable ground 
whenever the erection of combustible shan- 
ties shall be licensed by the Municipal Gov- 
ernment. The Aldermen who support such 
a proposition, whether becaase they desire to 
pander to the Communistie sentiment or pe- 
cause they are in the pay of the real-cstate 
speculators, are ineendiaries in fact, 
if not in the eyes of the law. They should 
be brought befere the Grand Jury in that 
character. Men are sent to the Penitentiary 
who set fire maliciously to a ¢hicken-coop, 
though the resulting damage do not extend 
beyond that; certainly men who deliberately 
plan to burn down a great city should be 
amenable to the law. Men who rob a dwell- 
ing or store of.a few dollars’ worth of stuff 
go to jail for their offense; there certainly 
ought to be some punishment for men who 
conspire to destroy the property of Chicago 
owners of tens of millions of dollars, and in 
any case to rob them of millions a year in 
the shape of increased insurance rates which 
the proposed amendment to the fire ordi- 
nance will impose upon the public. 

The executive branch of the Municipal 
Government eannot be held biameless for 
this incendiary movement. Mayor Harrison 
is to blame, not merely because he has said 
and done nothing to discourage thé project, 
but because the present impetus of the move- 
ment is largely due to the violations of the 
fire ordinance Which have been tolerated 
in the erection of pine shanties in the north- 
western and southwestern portions of the 
city. The people who are anxious that full 
license shall be given to everybody to put up 
fire-traps point to the numerous infractions 
of the ordinance which have been winked at, 
and claim that the ordinance merely discrim- 
inates against those who are unwilling to 
violate it. Mayor Harrison should be the 
more anxious to protect himself against a 
suspicion of favoring the proposed amend- 
ment because he and some of his friends are 
large owners of property in the southwest- 
ern portions of the city for which it is de- 
sired to sectire an advantage at the expense 
of the general interests. The Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation has very properly taken hold of this 
matter; and, if the incendiary conspiracy 
cannot be promptly squelched in the Coun- 
cil, that Association will have no difficulty in 
proeurmg an expression of hostile public 
opinion, through a mass-meeting or other- 
wise, which the conspirators will scarcely 
care to ignore.

ENGLAND'S COLONIAL AFFAIRS. 

Prof. Goldwin Smith, English Liberal, now 
in Mew York, en route to Europe, has sub- 
mitted te an interview, the main points of 
which appeared in the last issue of Tur 
Tripune. The gist of the interview turned 
upon the future relations of Canada to the 
United States, and touched upon the oft- 
mooted question of annexation. While the 
distinguished Professér disclaimed being an 
annexationist in a party sense, he rec- 
ogjized the progress of events and was not 
disposed to deny that they were drifting in 
that direction. He also recognized the proba- 
bility of a commercial union between Cana- 
da and the United States, and was confident 
that it would be a popular movement, and 
that the commercial men of Canada would 
help it along. Upon this subject Prof. Smith 
said: 

There is no doubt that Canadian manufact- 
urers cannot hope to conipete, under the 
present system, with the United States. That is 
proved by the fact that in times of depression 
Canada bas deeu a Slaughter market for Amer- 
ican goods, and what better illustration can you 
haveof her weakness in this respect? The in- 
terests of Canada are in her own bands, ard 
they will not be retarded by the mother country. 
Let it be first thoroughly understood what 
Canada wants and how tuese wants can best be 
met, and the method of obtaining them is mere- 
ly a matter of arrangement. Tue disc — of 
a commercial union will heip great! * 
clearér conception of its advantages, th to 
the United States ahd to the Dominion, and in 
that discussion the tiaturalend will be brought 
about in spite of all the Toronto G.obe can say 
to the contrary. There is this, too, I may add: 
IL do not thine the priesthood of ‘Quebec will 
favor a departure from the 1 connection, 

nd they are wise ehough know that they 

ave everything to lose by cutting adrift from 
the Empire. 

While the fact of annexation may be an 
outcome of the future, there is nothing to in- 
dicate that there is any movement of the kind 
in Canada at present. At the same time, 
there are indications that the English colo- 
nists recognize the inevitability of a change 
in their relations towards the mother coun- 
try. A proposition has for some time been 
considered and debated which aims at their 
conversion into States of a consolidated Em- 
pire, with representation in the Imperial 
Parliament in London, just as Scotland and 
Ireland are now represented, dealing with 
internal matters like our Congress; There 
is no probability, however, that such a result 
will be accomplished. The trouble with the 
English colonies is, that they are not homo- 
geneous with Great Britain, nor are they in- 
timately connected. They are scattered to 
the “five quarters” of the earth, counit- 
ing Australia as one. Thousands of 
miles of water intervene between them. 
There can be but little material sympathy be- 
tween the mother country and colonies lo- 
cated so far away as Australia, Canada, and 
South Africa, They are different people and 
they have diverse interests. There is lictle 
beyond tradition and sentiment in common 
between them except the crown that sur- 
mounts them all. There is no probability 
that the colonies will ever give up the levy- 
ing of atariff on British goods, or that En- 
gland will ever admit them to a share in the 
Imperial power unless they are willing to in- 
augurate the American system, or something 
like it, of interstate free trade. if they 
would consent to that, their representation 
in the Imperial Parliament might be secured. 
It is also to be considered that other onerous 
conditions would have to be fulfilled. The 
colonies would be compelled to con- 
tribute to the national budget and 
submit to a taxation in proportion to 
their membership in Parliament. They 
would have to contribute to the army, 
to help build the navy, and in time of war to 
furnish their quotas of regiments by con- 
scription. These things the colonies are not 
ready or willing to do, so that there is little 
prospect of any more intimate connection be- 
tween them and Great Britain. Meanwhile 
their connection is a sentimental one and 
may continue for a certain time, when it 
will inevitably be dissolved, and néw changes 
will be effected. So far as Canada is con- 
cerned, the most practical thing she can do 
is to establish a free-trade unhivn or zollve- 
rein with the United States. That is the only 
change necessary to be made, and when 
brouglit, as she will then be, into more inti- 
mate commercial relations with thiscountry, 
the political relations will take care of them- 
selves. If it shall aypear that a political 
union is necessary, or is the logic- 
al outcome of the new commercial re- 
lations, it will adjust itself, quietly 
and peaceably, and without any friction. 
It is a matter which ean be left to iake care 
of itself, and need not engage any one’s at- 
tention in this country or in Canada. So far 
as Australia is concerned, when that colony 
does anything at all it will set up asa sepa- 
rate nation. Itis thousands of miles distant 
from Rugland. It is not taxed by her nor is 
it controlled by her. There is no bond of any 


material sort between them, nor is there any 
| pretext upon whieh a political union could 
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be — reat Britain simply pro- 
tects her, while she does not even help Great 
Britain, having completely outgrown the 
mother country, She is substantially an in- 
dependent nation, and so is Canada. All of 
Canada’s prospects are centered in this coun- 
try, and all that she lias to do for her own 
interests is to establish friendly commercial 
relations with us, and the political relations 
will take care of themselves. ¢

THE ENGLICH GOVERNMENT'S REMEDY. 

It may be admitted that O’ Donovan-lossa 
is a blatherskite and charlatan, but such an 
admission will only serve to render the En- 
glish Government the more ridiculous in any 
formal protest which it may make to the 
American Government on flecount of his 
vapld mouthings. This Government ig not 
in the habit of disturbing itself about blather- 
skites and cliurlatans unless they commit 
some overt breach upon law and order. The 
theory in this country is, that our Govern- 
ment rests upor too solid a foundation to be 
shaken by mere gabbie and froth, and that 
the stock of common sense and the force of 
public opinion are competent to counteract 
the empty vaporings of demagogs and an- 
archists. If the Government of Great Britain 
has not sufficient s@f-reliance to feel secure 
against the use of printers’ ink in a country 
separated by a broad ocean, if will appeal 
in vain to the United States Govern- 
ment to violate its own customs to 
protect the Empire of Great Britain or the 
Imperial family from verbal assaults. The 
people of América, whether native or. for- 
eign-born, have with very few exceptions no 
sympathy whatever with the idle and ridie 
ulous ravings of O’Donovan-Rossa, but we 
have not enough asylums here to confine and 
restrain all the lunatics Europe sends us. 
Most of the English newspapers very sensi- 
bly recognize how preposterous it would be 
for the British Government to expect the 
American Government to punish or suppress 
Rossa and his newspaper for saying things 
about the English which would not be no- 
ticed if he weré to say them about the Amer- 
ican Government or its chief men. If the 
British Ministers take a less practical view of 
the case, and shall really file a formal protest 
dgainst Rossa, the chly effect will be to ad- 
vertise him and his paper, and secure a de- 
gree of notoriety for both which they could 
not have obtained on their own merits. 

When the British Government calls atten- 
tion to the prosecution of the German Com- 
munist Herr Most for publishing in German 
certain ineendiary articles against the Czar 
of Russia as a precedent for American prox 
ecution of Misther O’ Donovan- Rossa for pub- 
lishing in Irish certain incendiary articles 
about the Prince of Wales, it can only be said 
that the Royalty and aristocracy of monareh- 
ies are more sensitive than the yeomanry of 
a Republic, and that the same rules do not ap- 
ply to the two classes of government. If the 
Prince of Wales has been aggrieved by ut- 
terances in this country, he must adapt him- 
self to such remedies as our laws afford. Ile 
can come over here and sue Rossa for libel 
under the New York statute, before a 
“packed jury and pfejudiced Judge.” If, 
during his stay here, Rossa should attack 
him personally (though there isn’t much dan- 
ger of that), he could have the Irish blather- 
skite arrested for assault and battery, and 
summoned before an Irish Justice of the 
Peace, and probably fined $5 and costs. Fur- 
ther proceedings would depend upon the ex- 
tent ot the offending. Assault with in- 
tentto commit murder might be warranted 
if Rossa used a dangerous weapon. Indict- 
ment for riot would. ie in case Rossa called 
in any of his éom pafriots. But treason would 
follow only in case the Irish mob should re- 
sist to a formidable extent the execution of 
Americati laws. Upto that point we do not 
see how the American Goverument can in- 
terfere to save the Royal family of Great 
Britain, or the Imperial Government, on 
whose domain the sun never sets, from the 
petty newspaper pellets ‘which an Irish ad- 
vétiturer is firing across the Atlantic through 
a bean-blewer. There are two eourses for 
the Prince to purstie: one is not to read what 
Rossa says about him, and the other is to 
subseribe for the fellow’s paper, paying in 
advatice, and contribute liberally to his 
“skirmish fund,“ thus making thé frothy 
blathérskite his friend and eulogist, and 
spiking his abusive gun. 

THE TRISH HOME-RULE AGTTATION. 

The renewal of the old agitation for the es- 
tablishment of Home Rule“ in the shape of 
a National Parliament lu Ireland independent 
of the Imperial Parliament in London has 
broken out again. It is not anew question, us it 
has been agitated several times, but has made 
no progress, and will make none now, for the 
reason that the same insuperable obstacles 
stand in the way, and that they are just as 
formidable now as they have ever been. The 
most insuperable of these obstacles is the 
impossibility that the English Government 
will grant it, and this is certain, not alone be- 
cause Great Britain is unwilling to grant 
„Home Rule“ to Ireland, but because itis 
out of the question to expect it until it ean 
change its form of government and adopt 
the American federative motel by dividing 
the Empire ivto States. Perhaps the nearest 
approach that will be made to it is 
the scheme Mr. Gladstone has for 
a long time approved of making the 
county the unit of local self-government, 
and thtreby diverting a large amount of 
purely local legislation from the Imperial 
Parliam ent, and turning it over to Boards of 
Commissioners similar to the New England, 
New York, and Illinois Supervisors, or the 
French legislative departments, making the 
Conimissioners elective by the people, and 
giving large additional authority to the 
County Boards. The Irish may get such a 
scheme of self-government as this, but “they 
will not soon be allowed to electa Parlia- 
ment with power to control all local legisia- 
tion, and divide the powers of the Imperial 
Government, as Hungary does with Austria. 
if no other obstacle stood in the way, they 
have not the strength or influence to secure 
such a result. They are not in the position 
to dictate as Hungary did, for the Hunga- 
rians numbered 15,000,000, or nearly half the 
population of the Austrian Empire, while 
the Irish number but 5,000,000 out of 34, 000, 
000, and only bear about the same relation 
to Great Britain that Bohemia does to Aus- 
tria. 

Apart from the constant conflicts which 
would also arise between the Irish and the 
Imperial Parliament there is another and 
weighty obstacle which the agitators for 
** Home Rule” never stop to consider, which 
is the deadly opposition to it of the Prutest- 
ant Irish. They are the wealthiest, best 
educated, most prosperous, and most power- 
ful elass in Ireland, and have a potent influ- 
ence with the English and Scotch people, as 
has already been shown by the manner in 
whieh they have fairly dictated the passage 
of the Land bill. They number something 
more than one-quarter the population of Ire- 
land. They are uncompromisingly hostile 
to a separate Irish Parliament sys- 
tem, and would fight it te the bitter 
end. They resist tue propogal because they 
fear that the} would be trodden anderfoot 
by the Catholic masses led by the priests and 
Bishops. The Irish. Parliament would con- 
sist of tliree-tourths Catholics, and — 

Jister Protestants have a mortal terro 
their rule. If these Protestants would u 
with the Catholics in aemanding an auton- | 
omy like that for which the Home- 
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Ulster Protestants antagonize the measure 
with hitter und even deadly hostility, no 
party in Great Britain will favor it. The 
wise thing for the Irish Catholies to do js to 
secure the passage of Gladstone's bill 
as speedily as possible. When they have 
done thia, and removed themselves from the 
constant Mability of starvation by reason 
of the bad land laws, when they 
have sicéveded in placing themselves 
8 a condition where they will no longer 

be dependents upon the world’s charities, 
when they are able to work their lands with 
some better result than finding themselves in 
the poor-house every time there is a poor 
crop, and without profit even when there is a 
good crop, then it will be more reasonable 
and opportune to talk about Home Rule.” 
Before they commence agitating about legis- 
lative or national independence they must 
settle some of the primary conditions about 
existence.

Assuming this statement to be sub- 
stantially correct, the probable outcome of 
the American grain market will be materi- 
ally changed.

That is the 
surplus which this country had for sale for 
export. The wheat crop of 1881 will be con- 
siderably less than that of 1890; how much 
less is Yet unknown. This falling off will be 
in the quantity ef wheat which we would 
ordinarily have for export. If the demand 
for 150,000,000 of bushels of wheat by foreign 
countries which was made last year were re- 
peated this year, and the quantity produced 
in this country was 75,000,000 or 100,000,000 
bushels less than last year’s crop, the effect 
would be to dd largely to the price of the 
whole crop of Amerlean wheat. But if the 
wheat crops in all the States of Europe be 
equal to the average, thereby reducing the 
deficiency to the minimum, and the produe- 
tion of Hungary and Russia Shall furnish a 
surplus from those countries equal to supply 
ing the bulk of the deficiency in the Western 
States of Europe, then there wil! be small 
demand for American wheat, certainly for 
none at advanced prices: and the whole 
American crop will be, substantially, for sale 
for consumpton in the home market at 
prices net exceeding it equaling those of lust 
year. 

We do not mean to say that there will be 
no wheat from the crop of 1881 exported: 
but the concurrent circumstances of an unu- 
sually large crop of wheat in Europe and of 
a reduced crop in this country establish 
pretty clearly that the exportation will neces- 
sarily be greatly reduced, and this, too, with- 
out any increase of prices. Every bushel of 
wheat exported practically represents a dol 
lar to the producer; and the loss to this coun- 
try as compared with last year’s expert will 
be equal in the same number of millions of 
dollars that the number of millions of bush- 
els of wheat exported of this year’s crop will 
fall below that or last year. 

This loss of export will to the same extent 
reduce the “balance of trade” which has 
been so largely in favor of this country for 
several years, and will relieve the goid mar- 
ket of Europe of the heavy drain made upon 
it since 1876, 


CARL Sonu RZ has contributed an elaborate 
article to the North American Review on the In- 
dlau problem, the argument of which is summed 


up as follows: 

l. The greatest dangers hanging over the In- 
dian race arise from the fact that, with their 
large and valuable territorial possessions which 
are lying waste, they stand in the way of what 
is commonly called “the developmeut of the 
country. 

A rational [ndian policy will make it its 
. X object to avert that danger from the 
red men by djing what will be most beneticial 
to them as well as to the whole people—nattiels: 
by harmonizing the habits, 1 and in- 
terests of the Indians with tha velopment 
of the country.“ 

. To accomplish this object it is of pressing 
necessity to gct the Indians to work, to educate 
their youth of both sexes, to make them stpall 
proprietors of land with the right of individual 
ownership under the vrotection of the law, and 
to induce them to make thai part of thoir lands 
which they do not need for cultivation profita- 
bie to themselves in the only possible way—by 
selling it at a just rute of compensation, thus 
opening it to gen ral settlement and enterprise. 


Mr. Schurz concludes that but two classes will 
disapprove of this line of policy—namely: those 
who think the only goed Indian is a dead In- 
dian,” and that class of philatithropists who in 
their treatment of the Indian quegtion pay no 
regard to surrounding circumstances, and sus- 
pect every policy contettiplating a reduction of 
the Indian resérvations ot being a scheme of 
spoliation and robbery gotten up by speculators 
and land-grabbers.”’

LUKE BLACKBURN’S CONDITION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
New York, June 22.—There was much 
talk on the track at Sheepshead Bay, Coney 
Island, to-day about the great cup race of 
Saturday last. The gossips have not tired 
in the least of discussing the causes which 
they believe led to the downfall of the Brook - 
Iyn stable and the defeat of its favorit repre- 
seutative, Luke Blackburn. Inquiries are 
constantly made concerning the condition of 
the vanquished horse. Little satisfaction is 
given the curious by the trainer, the 
jockeys, or the owners of the Brooklyn 
stable. In conversation this afternoon 
with Col. S. D. Bruce, the veteran editor 
of the Turf, Field, and Farm, however, 
Mr. Phil Dwyer disclosed the real condition 
of Blackburn, which is undoubtedly even 
worse than it appeared to be when he came 
trailing in behind Glenmore, Monitor, and 
Parole. To Col. Bruce Mr. Dwyer said that 
if ever a horse was run to win Luke Black- 
burn was on Saturday. The horse, he added, 
had been ailing all winter. His feet were 
badly affected, and when the spring came on 
it was impossible to give him the work neces- 
sary to bring him into perfect condition. 
Mr. Dwyer said he believed that even with 
his bad feet he had run a good game 
race, making the first two miles in 3:30, equal 
to hisbest time for the distance. His feet are 
now so bad,“ continued the owner, that he 
will not be able to run again this season. 
We shall have to lay him off. and he 
won't run until next year. His great trouble 
is in his feet. He has quarter-cracks‘in both 
of his fore feet, from which the blood ran on 
Saturday. His hind feet are also badly con- 
tracted. We expected him to win 
when we started him on Saturday, not- 
withstanding the condition of his feet.“ Mr. 
Dwyer denied the story that he had pur- 
chased an interest in Glenmore with great 
emphusis, and remarked that the report of 
his suspending his jockey, McLaughlin, fur 
a day was the sheerest nonsense. 
betting men, however, have by no 
means recovered from the shock of the de- 
feat. An old sport to-day estimated that 
over $1,000,000 was lost on the race through- 
out the country. A Brooklyn Alderman ex- 
pressed the condition of.some of the boys 
this afternoon, when, holding up his last 
bill, he remarked, “I’m near skinned.”

THE EASTERN FREIGHT WAR. 
East-bound freight rates have experienced 
no material change this week, and, as far as 
can be learned, all of the roads adhere to the 
15-dent basis.

rates before the present fight is over. 


OPPOSED TO SUNDAY EXCURSIONS. 
War is about being declared between the 
Chicago Sharpshooters’ Association and the 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati & St. Louis Railroad. 
The Association owns “Sharpshooters’ 
Park,” seventeen miles out on the road, and 
for the past eleyen years excursions to this 
resort have been transported over the line at 
considerable profit.

The State Board should fur- 
nish competent butchers for judges of beef- 
cattic. Fuat-stock shows are approved of, 
thuugh they are yet in a crude state, especially 
in regard to the manne of juaging the carcass. 
Breeders are recommended to send more steers 
to these shows, so that the fine quality of the 
beef may be shown. 

“The American Hereford Record-Book was 
favurably referred to by the Committee, and 
Mr. T. L. Miller, the compiler, complimented for 
the work and his long devotion to this line of 
cattle. The report was approved.

SUMPTUARY LAWS, 


The Proposed Indiana Amendment— 
Dan Voorhees Declares It Unconsti- 
tutional, and if Adepted of Ne Ratet 
~Cases in Point. 

Disvatch to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Terre Havre, Ind., June 20.—This even- 
ing Senator Voorhees expressed himself as 
follows on the subject of the proposed pro- 
hibitory amendment to the Constitution of 
Indiana: “No good will come of the pres- 
ent prohibition movement in Indiana, It will 
not only utterly fail, but it will positively 
harm. It aims at an impossibility. All good 
people believe in temperance,—which means 
moderation, not prohibition,—and the history 
of the human race does not furnish a single 
instance where a civilized Government has 
totally abolished the manufacture or use of 
malt, vinous, of spirituous liquors. Such 
measures have been attempted, but have 
always failed. Public opinion is the 
supreme law of the world, and if 
the acts of your Legislature on the 
provisions of your Constitution are not re- 


spected by public opinion, they will fall tist- | 


less to the ground. Kansas, I believe, has 
adopted as a part of her Constitution a pro- 


ophy. There are a great many men of mod- 
erate drinking habits in this country, but of 
conservative notions, who will take a nip 
when they feel like it, but rebel at the idea 
of being classed as in favor of unrestrained 
traffic in liquor. Some of them—in fact 
many of.them—believe in local option, and 
are prepared to submit their tastes to the 
ocean of the majority. That convention, 

making such a direct issue, naturally 
alienated this entire State, and they will find 
when the election comes off that it is much 
more powerful than they imagined. You 
may think it is strange, but it re 
ally would not astonish me if the 
State voted in favor of the bill, 
not by a large majority, but by enough to 
carry it. You have no idea of the way we 
have been annoyed by this thing in. North 
Carolina. Men would come and open small 
groggeries on the outskirts of large planta- 
tions. The negroes and farm hands would 
resort to them, get drunk, and neglect their 
work, and invariably did so at the very time 
they were necded most. This has been so 
general that even men of drink proclivi- 
ties are ready to protect the interests of their 
business by going to somesuch extreme in 
the law. The influence exerted is without 
any display or parade, but is all the more 
powerful on that account, and I can assure 
you that the whole State is torn up over the 
question. As I said at first, there is no poli- 
ties in the question whatever, and the result 
will be no index of the political outlook, but 
it would be singular to see this sort of pro- 
scriptive business flourish in a Southern State. 
It would be a phenomenon. and might be 
enough to convince the people at the North 
that we are in the line of reform.”

Some Practical Observations on 
Hog-Cholera. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

FREEPORT, III.. June 21.—I have seen in THE 
TRIBUNE a good deal in regard to hogs and pork. 
I think there are facts about the subject,—es- 
pecially in this State,—that have not appeared, 
that would be of interest for the public to 
know. 

Mr. S. D. Fisber, Secretary of the State De- 
partment of Agricuiture, in sending out blanks 
to the crop reporters, the table in rezard to hogs 
was headed, ** What per cent of hogs died with 


the so-called hog-cholera?“ Underthis heading 
the per cent ot loss of hogs that died of every 
known disease for that year was put in his re- 
port sent out. Io the table beaded * Hogs the 
words, the so-called, were in the same way 
omited; thus in his report it made al hogs 


that died die of choiera, which was not 
* ae” ae Tr cen wy tae 
of that disease. The ater loss of hogs in 


number are pigs with diarrhea, when from one 
to three months old, which they are always 
moro or less able to, whether there is cholera 
in the community or not. 

Hogs fit for market very seldom have the 
cholera, or, if they do have it, it would be pearly 
impossible for one to get from the farm to mar- 
ket alive, as they die from the tirst attack in 
tweive totweuty-four hours. Ninety per cent 
of hogs that die of cholera are pigs or sboats 
that are sold or intended to be the next season. 

It is our opinion, gained from experience and 
observation, that not one hog in 5,000 dies of 
cholera after they get to market,—it is almost 
Impossible, in the nature of the disease, to do it. 

Hogs are uncommon bealthy and free from all 
diseases now, and there has not been any 
cholera in this part of the State tor nearly two 
years.

A Bad Time for Strikes. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 


TRIBUNE regarding the impending (?) engincers’ 
strike isof great interest and should receive 
from engineers and from all méchanics the at- 
tention which it merits. The writer isa me- 
chanic, and isin favor at all times of maxi- 
mum wages to American labor; but assuredly 
this is no time for strikes: the most prominent 
trades are tiourishing, and engineers, least of 
all, are warranted in the inauguration of a strike, 
the influence of which can but be disastruus to 
and whole country. THe TRIBUNE truthfully 
portrays the evil consequences sure to follow 
such an ill-advised proceeding. 

But why should engineers, of ail others, be the 
leaders in such a movement? My conviction is 
that, asg a rule, they bave been very fairly 
treated, and in their reasonable demands have 
heretofore had the sympathy of the public. It 
is every way desirabie that they should be well 
paid; and that they have been and are in the 
main must be conceded. I judge the railroad 
management is fairly liberal from the fact that 
engineers’ wages are as a rule from 24 to 40 per 
cent higher than that of a good class of me- 
chanics who huve to spend a less remunerative 
and more tedious apprenticeship than the for- 
mer. I fail to discover any reason, per se, why 
this should be so,—why a first-rate carpenter, 
we will say, gets but $2.50 per day, while the en- 
gineer gets $4. If we were to make the esti- 
mate for the entire year, we should find that the 
carpenter receives but little re than haif as 
much as the engineer. 

It is not, then, the much-vau law of sup- 
ply and demand that settles the question of en- 
gineers’ wages. Undoubtedly their organiza- 
tion bas had much to do with their rate of 
wages, but fourfold more has pubiic opinion 
—— instrumental in giving them maximum 


‘The ~blic are interested in such a compensa- 
tion pe mm all corporations holding. valuable 
tranchises from the State; but, when any ciass 
grows rapacious and unreasonable in their de- 
mands, there is a danger that the good opinion 
of the press and the public will be forfeited. 
Moreover, the management of the railroad iu- 
terest, 4 that a liberal policy is treated 
with contempt, will be sure to finda way, sooner 
or later, to bri the expense of engineering 
within reasouabie bounds. 

These are glorious days of prosperity to all 
industries, and to none more so than to the 
wage-working classes, but“ the goose that lays 
the golden eggs” may be killed as easily by a 
strike as in any, other way. Capital will sulk 
aud the wheels Of commerce will be blocked, 
and in the reaction which THe TRIBUNE points 
out us sure; to follow those will suffer the most 
whose insane folly invites a calamity. no

Sr. Pt., Minn., June 22.~—The repudia- 
tion ‘question in Minnesota is approaching 
another crisis. In a week more the limit 
of time fixed for the execution of the last 
legislative plan of settlement will have ex- 
pired, and no apparent progress has been 
made. This last plan is somewhat different 
from any of the previous abortive schemes 
to accomplish the same end. It seeks to 
evade the constitutional requirement that 
any actfor the payment of the repudiated 
bonds shall be submitted to a popular 
vote. The necessity for this evasion 
is made clear by the failure 
of all plans tor payment that have taken it 
into account. The people of this State in 
their private business transactions with each 
other are apparently as honest and fair deal- 
ing as the average American citizen; but 
ever since an unwise constitutional amend- 
ment gave them the power of saying by secret 
ballot at a popular election whether the State 
should pay honestly ib public indebtedness, 
they have 
STEADILY AND REPEATEDLY USED THAT 

PQWER 
to prevent such payment. The bonds now in 
question, amounting originally to be- 
tween three and four millions of 
dollars, were issued when Minnesota 
was a territory to aid in the construction of 
certain railroads, among them the St. Paul 
& Pacific, the Winona & St. Peter, and the 
St. Paul & Sioux City. The first companies 
organized failed to build the roads aftera 
good deal of money had been spent in sur- 
veys and grading, and after the bonds had 
been put upon the market. They went into 
bankruptcy, and the State,, under the orig- 
inal act, took possession of the right of way 
and road-beds so far as constructed, 
and, of course, became responsible. 
A lot of land-grant roads were afterwards 
organized, and the State, in a fit of hopeful- 
ness and generosity, gave the confiscated 
constructions to the new companies. They 
form the basis of

of Minnesota, which has certainly adequate 
returns to show for the investment made by 
the issue of the bonds. But the transfer of 
the roads from one set of companies to an- 
other. and the intervention of the State after 
the bankruptcy of the first set, confused

the State hed, crow n ashamed of the infamy 
it once gloried in; every Governor who has 
been elected since 1860 has declared in favor 
of bay ment of the bonds; the Supreme 
Court has declared the claim of the bond- 
holders valid, and every respectable 
newspaper in Minnesota has ad- 
vocated the payment of the bonds; 
but every submission of the question of pay- 
ment toa popular vote has resulted in an 
overwhelming majority against it. The latest 
two attempts of this sort were made in 1877 
and 1878. In the former year the proposition 
was to issue new bonds to the amount of 
half the principal and interest of the old 
ones. This basis of settlement was accepted 
by the chief, bondholders and submitted by 
the Legislature to the people at a special 
election. It was hopelesly defeated. The 
next Legislature made a proposal to pay 50 
per cent of the accumulated value of 
for the purpose the 

proceeds of the sale of half a million acres of 

ands given by the United States to the State 
for the purpose of internal improvement. 

THE BONDHOLDERS 


agreed to accept the value of the lands pro 
rata, even if it were not enough to pay 530 per 
cent on the bonds, now amounting, with ac- 
cumulated interest, to seven or eight million 
dollars. This proposal was voted on at the 
fall election in 1878, and shared the fate ofits 
predecessor. There are two reasons for the 
defeat of these propositions at the polls. 
In the first place, there is a strong 
party in the oldest and most populous 
part of the State—curiously enough, the 
— which is responsible for the issue of the 
bonds, and which derived the most benefit 
from the railroads built with them —unalter- 
ably opposed to their payment at any time or 
under any conditions. bond question is 
still a political issue in the southern coun- 
ties, and no candidate for office can raise 
his head who is not known as a repudiator. 
This is the section that has rolled up the 
heavy popular votes against settlement, 
aided by the indifference and apathy of other 
parts of the State. This indifference and 
apathy has been encou by an un- 
fortunate but inevitable condition that has 
poy every movement for the payment 
f the bonds. Naturally, every movement — 
this kind has been first set going b 
bondholders, who 2 the satisfac 
their claims.

Only a week more remains before the Ist of 
July, and the tribunal is not organized. A 
great many unforeseen difliculities have 
arisen in the execution of the act with, which 
the Governor, who is devoted heart and soul 
to the task of redeeming the State’s credit, is 
still hopefully struggiing. In the first place 
the increase in the number of the Supreme 
Court Judges from three to five, by act of 
the last Legislature, Increased the size of the 
tribunal and the difficulty of finding men to 
All it. The Governor wus restricted in his 
choice to five Supreme and twelve District 
Judges. There was an obvious difficulty 
about 1 — Supreme Judges upon the 
tribunal because they were sure to be called 
upon to hear injunction cases brought to 
contest the decision of the tribunal if it were 
favorable to the bondholders. It is under- 
stood that the Governor, after careful con- 
sideration, decided not to urge any of the 
Supreme Judges to serve unless he absolute- 
ly failed to make up the tribunal! out of the 
twelve districts.

The contracts embraced the taking down and 
removing the cut stone and mason work of the 
county part of the dome toa line which would 
become the foundation of the new rotunda. 

The ch that the Board threw away the 
materials thus to be removed is unfounded, for 
two reasons: First, it is undestood that the 
value of the stone to be removed was about 
equal to the cost of taking down and removing 
it: and, secondly, that the bids made for the ma- 
sonry, and for equalizing the basement, or taking 
down the stone-work, were upon the basis that 
the contractor would be entitled to the material 
removed. Butif it be claimed that Sexton is 
liable under his contract to account for such 
stone, as some have insisted, this remains an 
open, unsettled claim on the part of the county. 

With regard to the amount expended upon 
the dome as origivally designed, that expend- 
ture, whether wisely or otherwise, was made. 
and whatever was done ended long prior to 
1879. and no member of the present Board 
is, or can be held, responsible for action 
of the Board in reference thereto. Noris it now 
material to inquire whether the old Board acted 
with due caution or not in its dealings with the 
city. 

In regard to the contracts on the rotunda, 
they were awarded in February, Ice, with the 
understand that the work should proceed im- 
mediately. e contract for the cut-stone 
work was awarded to McNeil & Son at $14,500. 
McNeil afterwards stated that he had taken the 
contract with the understanding betwoen bim 
and Walker that the latter would furnish the 
stone and rform the work, and that Walker 
had refu to fulfill his agreement. 

M’NEIL FAILED TO PROCEED 

with the work, and finally when the Joint Com- 
mittee, finding that nothing was being done, re- 

uired bim to proceed, he gave notice in writing 

at he could pot and would not perform bis 
contract. Thereupon the Committee inquired 
of Walker whetber he would take the contract 
in bis own name and fulfill it for the sum of 
$114.00. He replied that he would take the con- 
tract at $15,500, at the same ti: e alieging that it 
was much too lowa price, but claiming that 
he could perform the contract for the 
reason that he bad the stone on hand. 
The Committee, | think, thereupon recom- 
mended to the Board that the contract be en- 
tered into with Walker at $15,500. This, it was 
supposed, would settle the matter. But when 
it came before the Board the recommendation 
was rejected, some of the members being ab- 
sent at the time, and the proposition failing to 
receive a two-thirds vote as the law required. 
The Committee was thereupon iustructed to 
advertise for bids for the cut-stone work of the 
rotunda, which was complicd with. The recon- 
sideration of such action would have been 
availing, since Walker immediately declared 
that he would not then take the contract at the 
‘price proposed. 

Bids were accordingly received and opened 
July 28, 1879, the bidders being Diner & Robia- 
son, at $31,340; Heury Kerber, at $29,343; Edwin 
Walker, at $28,970; Boldonweck & Henne, at 


The bids were not definitly acted upon at 
that time, but it was almost the unanimous 
opinion that all should be rejected. At the 
next meeting the Board, on motion of Commis- 
siover Fitzgerald, went iuto Committee of the 
Whole to consider the bid of Edwin Walker, 
being the loweet bid, and, Walker being present 
and ussenting thereto, the Committee recom- 
mended that the contract be let to bim at .- 
000,—being $3,970 less than his bid. I will say 
here that wben the contract was let to McNeil & 
Son materials and labor of all kinds wore low, 
but from about the Ist of May they had rapidly 
advanced, and it was onthe Ist of August, the 
time of letting the contract to Walker, the gen- 
eral opinion that the sum of $25,000 was a very 
low figure for the work to be pertormed, an 
opinion contrmed by the bids I have mentioned. 

SEXTON’S CONTRACT. 

At the same time the contract was let to Mo- 
Neil & Son a contract was awarded and entered 
into with P. J. Sexton for the iron and mason 
work of the rotunda at $9,128. McNeil & Son 
failed to commence work under their coutract 
for the cut stone. It was necessary that they 
should do sv betore Sexton could proceed with 
any part of the mason or iron work. He bad 
from time to time complained ‘that be was being 
delayed, that wasres and materials were advanc- 
ing in price, and that he would be compelled to 
abandou his coutract uniess the cut stone could 
be furnished and put up. He claimed dumages 
for such delays: aad finally, about the 
ist of October, 1879, the time for the completion 
of bis contract, be notitied the Board in writing 
thut he considered it at an end, and that he 
should not fulfill it on his purt. The Board 
caused notice to be given bim requiring him to 
proceed, and informing him t in case be 
failed todo so. under the coutract be wouid be 
heid liable for all damages. Every effort was 
made to induce him to go on with the work. 
The contract bad been let to Walker for the cut- 
stone work, and be was preparing and, | think, 
had already commenced work. 

The Board then advertised and received now 
bids for the masoury and iron-work. On open- 
ing the bids, it was found that IP. J. Sexton was 
the lowest bidder, his bid being, | think, a little 
over $16,000; at which price a contract was en- 
tered into with Sexton, with a proviso therein 
that the making of such contract should in no 
way affect the right of the county to recover 
damages against him for noo-fulfiilment of his 
former coutract. In view of these facts, it has 
been said that the reform members were act - 
ively engaged in reforming their pocketbooks’ 

What there isin all this that pertains to the 


difficult to imawine. . 

The action ot the old Board in entering upon 
the erection of a dome, when no binding agrec- 
ment existed in reference to it with the City 
Government, may bave been reekless, may sub- 
ject its members to censure, but, unless other 
facts can be shown, there is nothing in it that 
warrauts a charge of corruption. 

The arrangement to omit a portion of the attic 
story and to crect à rotunda may bave been a 
mistake; it may have been unwise; this is a 
matter of taste and judement. But it was sup- 
posed at the time that the omissions recom- 
mended would materially reduce the cost of the 
building and expedite its compietion. But when 
the work, as changed. was specified and treated 
in detail it was found that some of the orna- 
mentation bad to be retained, some of the ma- 
terials already prepared to be changed or others 
furnished in their piace, and the amount of the 
deductions aggregated a much less sum than 
was at ürst estimated. Inaut the county received 
no credit, bowever, for such omissions in its set- 
thement with Walker and witb Sexton is untrue. 

In the setticmeut made with Walker of the 
McNeil contract for the cui-stone work of the 
Court-House, this, as well as other considera- 
tions, was tuken into account. Waiker then 
presented his entire claims uguinst the county, 
—for a balance remainiwg unpaid under the 
contract, fur extra work, for discounts ou coun- 
ty orders, for increased cost of work done after 

coutract was to have been completed. He 
claims that 

HE HAD BEEN DELAYED 

by the action of the couuty in chauging the 
pian of the work while in progress, in substi- 
tuting granit columns, pilasters. and doorways 
in place of limestouc, and in bringing other con- 
tractors on to the work, and in fullmg to pay 
bis estimates so as to cuable him to push the 
work to uwivantage. His ontire account, as 1 
now recoliect it, amounted to about $120,000, 
and was finally comproinised and settled at 445. 
wo. This settlement included ail extras and all 
deductions. It was at the time considered a fair 
and honest adjustmeut of a very important 
matter,—a settlement in full both fortunate 
and honorable to the county. Aud in 
reference to the newspaper charge, ab- 
surd as it is upon its fuce, the sum 
of $112,000, or any otber amount, Was divided 
among members of a ring arising from this 
transaction, i wight here say that it was well 
understood that every dollar of the amount 
going to Walker thereon, and of any estimate 
allowed him tor a long time prior tbereto, went 
directly from the County Treasurer into the 
hauds of his creditors, or was so torestalled as to 
be subject to their exclusive coutrol. 

in the settlement with Sexton of his bill of 
extras in the brick and iron work of the Court- 
House, all deductions and omissious from the 
attic story, so far as related to his work, were 
also taken into account, estimated, and fully 
settied. The bilis for extra work and for bai- 
ance due under bis contract were carefully con- 
sidered item 5 item. The extra work was 
mostly for additions and changes made prior to 
December, 1878. They consisted principaily of 
increased thickness of walls, in walls that were 
added to the original plans, and inciuded a bal- 
ance due upon the extra contract for building 
the walls with sewer brick laid in cement in- 
stead of common brick laid in common mortar. 
This item was the balance ot what was known 
asthe “three dollars extra per thousand.” It 
bus been charged that this wus astcal and has 
been generally so considered. But upon this 
matter the public has been misiend, and both 
Sexton and the Uounty Board misrepresented.

The contract for vault doors was let to J. M. 
Terwilliger at his bid for his kindof doors— 
$8,514. In the exercise of its er the ma- 
jority of the Board ferred the kind and style 
of door offered by Terwilliger, at his price, to 
the kind and style of door offered by Harris, 
which was a very different thing, and that, too, 
when Harris offered his at $6,475. Which door 
was the best or the cheapest at the price is not 
now material to discuss. The majority simpli 
believed that Terwilliger’s was the best — 
ering styie, quality, and price, and so decided. 


THE O'BRIEN CONTRACT. 


Late in the season of 1880 it was found that, 
unless the contractor greatly increased his force 
of workmen and pushed his work in every story 
of the buiiding at the same time, he would not 
get the plasteriag along so that other work could 

compicted as was desired in the following 
winter and spring. O’Brien claimed that since 
he had been delayed so far us to render it impos- 
sible to complete his job at the time agreed (that 
time having already passed by) be was not 
under obligation to employ a — 2 
force of men at a sacritice to himseif, 
and at a time of year when plasterers were most 
in demand and wages at the highest point. He 
showed his willingness to go on with reasonable 
speed, employing such fvurce of men as he 
thought would be reasonable under the circum- 
stances. Aud he proposed to put on a larger 
force and commence work ou every story of the 
building if the Board would recompense him 
for the expense ot the largely-increased umount 
of staging t would be thus required. His 
plan as to staging bad beeu to commence in two 
of the upper stories, and, as be compicted the 
—— there, move his staging down from floor to 
oor. 
something over $4,000. The ard = finally 
adopted a resolution offering him $2,000 ad- 
ditional compensation if be would put up the 
necessary staging aud substantially compiete 
the plastering (so far as it could be done) 7s 
certain time, which, I think, was the ist of De- 
cem ber. 

Ry this arrangement the Board made pro- 
vision by which the carpenter- work, the marblie- 
work, and the plumbing-work could proceed, 
and by which the building will be fully occupicd 
and used duing the present summer, instéad of 
the following winter or spring. 

CONTRACTS FOR THE INSIDE WORK. 

in the letting of contracts upon bids received, 

it must freequently happen that the lowest bids 
are rejected, and the contracts properly award- 
ed toa higher bidder. The roasons for this are 
obvious, and need not be stated. 
The contracts for the carpenter-work, fire- 
proof work, plastering, pluinbing, gas-fitting, 
and the stoam-beuting of the Court-House were 
ready to be let in June, 1879. There were forty- 
three bidders in all, eight of whom bid for the 
entire work, offering bids for each kind. Some 
of the lowest bids made unquestionably came 
from what are known as straw bidders. 

Much bas been said by way of censure in 
reference to the letting of these five contracts. 
Any one acquainted with such matters must 
hnow that to determine ey and properly as 
between such a number ot bidders was a very 
dificult undertaking. Had the contracts been 
let respectively to the lowest of the biddors 
therefor, it is certain that endless difficulties 
would have arisen, and. in all probability, the 
compietion of the Court-House hindered and 
dciayed at least another year. 

The Joiut Committee, 1 of ten mem- 
bers, reported in favor of awardi the con- 
tracts to certain persons named in their report. 
Seven of that Committee afterwards agreed in 
the conclusion that the report of the Committce 
was unwise, and concurred in the action of the 
Board in awarding the contracts, as it did, to P. 
J. Sexton for the carpentry and fireproofing, 
to Thomas O'Brien for the plastering, to John 
Davis & Co. for the steam-heating, to Schuster 
& Lamporter for the plumbing and gas-titting, 
their several bids amounting in the aggregate to 


$207 205.28, 

It should here be stated that a great deal was 
said in oneof the newspapers, the Chicago Times, 
respecting the ictting of these contracts, and iu 
its columns the action of the Board has been 
severely criticised. While these bids were under 
consideration the Times advocated the letting of 
all the .coutracts to one firm, Hent Bros., 
whose ids therefor amounted in the agfregate 
to $214,155. Immediately after the conclusion 
was anoounced, tha Times commenced, and 
bas ever since opt up, a series of 
attacks upon the majority of the Board 
tilled with the most bitter abuse and the vilest 
denunciation. If a tenth part of the charges of 
bribery and corruption in office contained in the 
columns of this great daily — had avy 
foundation in fuct, there would surely exist 
some.proof to sustain them. and the dut of 
causing them to be investigate n a court o 
justice would be imperative. T contractors 
engaged upon the public buildings of Cook 
County are not all of them men capable of com- 
mitting perjury. Mr. Sexton, Johu Davis, Jobn 
Schuster, H. Lamportcr, Thomas O'Brien, are 
cach personally men of good standing and char- 
acter. The pepsi would believe their sworn 
testimony. If each of them was called to testify 
under oatb he would state that he neither knuew 
or was ioformed that any of the contracts for 
tne inside work was to be awarded to them de- 
fore the vote was taken thereon in the Board; 
that no Commissioner had conferred with him 
or informed him as to how he sbould vote there- 
on. 

IN THE FACE OF SUCH CHARGES 
any explanation will be unavailing. A plain 
statement of what bas been done can be made 
and the reasons therefor set forth. Good faith 
and honest motives van only be shown by the 
facts. Bad faith and dishonest motives when 
charged should be proven and can be if they 
exist.

peated in the columns of the Times, unless they 
are ewiftly followed up by the production of 
proofs in a way that will bring the persons 
vbarged to a trial thereon, where crimes are in- 
vestigated and punished. The bar of public 
opinion is not the tribunal where tlagraat crimes 
are to be investigated. The public safety and 
the public peace ure endangered alike by public 
as by private robbery. Let the editors of the 
Times then bring their churges and prvofs before 
u Grund Jury. Let them follow their alleged 
malefactors into the courts and there make good 
their public utterances, if they can, or let them 
confess that re is no cuuse for their constant 
aud startling attacks.

Baron Uchatius’ Suicide. 
Correspondence New York World. 

VIENNA, June 8.—iIt is a great many years 
since un event bas created so great a sensation 
in Vienna as the suicide of Ficld-Marshal 
Baron Uchatius. No doubt the reader bas 
heard before of Uchatius’ steel-bronze cannons, 
but the details of this important invention 
are not so woll known. The artillery service 
of Austria was far behind the times, and 
Krupp, of Essen, was the only man considered 
able to bring it to the proper . staudard. 
Large orders were given and a contract 
wus made by which Krupp was to change all the 
guns used by the Austrian artilicry. Gen, 
Uchatius disliked to see so much Austrian 
money speut in another country, and six years 
ago came forward wit’ an invention, to examine 
which u committee of army officers was appoint- 
ed. Uchatius cannon was tested with one of 
Krupp's. The former was fired 2,500 umes bo- 
fore auy change could be remarked upon it. 
Krupp's cannov showed some detects ui tor 
the tirst fifty shots, and became dangerous 
after the 100th. report was in 
favor of Gen. Uchatius’ invention, and a 
number of his guns were made at the arsenal 
bere. They were all found to be as sound as 
the tirst one exhibited, and vid Archduke Al- 
brecht pronounced in favor of them. Krupp's 
coutract was aunulled and an indemnification of 
150,000 tierins paid him, and Uchbatius’ cannons 
were introduced in the Austrian . The 
question bow arose, would the new metal, called 
steel- bronze, the composition of which reinained 
Gen. Uchatius’ secret, be applicable to the large 
fortress and wavy guns, or would these 
have to be ordered from Krupp. The 
General promised it would, and 900,000 
tiorins were voted for six large guns for 
the fortifications of tbe Port Pola. Trials 
were made with the first great qun that was 
ready, but the tube widened after the first five 
shots. The wetal was not hard cnough to resist 
the gus produced by the immeuse quantity of 
powder used. The General tried agai, but his 
enemies made as much as they could aut of his 
failure, so that for several weeks the genial in- 
ventor was nervously excited, and had the ap- 
pearance of aman intensely mortified and trymg 
to concealit. itis rumored that the Finance 
Minister threatened him thatif his metal was 
not ready by a certain date orders for the largo 
cannons would be sentto Krupp. Perhaps bis 
experiments with the metal that day proved 
fruitiess, and he despaired of ultimate success. 
He went from the laboratory up to bis room and 
shot bimseif with asmailritie. The news of his 
death was telegraphed to the Emperor at Pesth, 
but, strange to say, among the many telegrums 
and letters of condolenve there is no werd from 
him. Austria is not over-fertile in inventors, 
and the loss of this great man is greéatiy de- 
plored. Some time previous to Bes- 
semer's invention, Uchatius bad found 
a means of hardening steel so much as 
to induct a renowned Engtish iron- working firm 
to arrunge for purchasing his patent. But just 
ubout the same time lersemer published bis 
process and Uchatius withdrew. He died with- 
out leaving any property to bis wife and chil- 
dren, becuuse be would vot sell his invention to 
foreign Powers, and the Austrian Government 
did not think it worth while to give bim un- 
tame for his patriotic enageavors. His widow 
will have to live upon GW flurins—about 8850 a 
year—the usual pension of a General's widow, 
unless the Eniperor graots ber an‘incume from 
his private means.

Gen. Thomas and His Achieve- 
ments in the Light of 
History. 


Badeau's Statements Refuted—His Naah- 
ville Chapter the Worst of His 
Military Romance. 


How Thomas Saved Both Sherman and Grant—A 
Commander Whe Made Ne Blanders.

WASHINGTON, une 18.—The twenty-ninth 
chapter of Badeau’s Military History of Gen. 
Grant purports to give an accurate and just 
account of ‘the Nashville campaign under 
Gen. George H. Thomas. It is, instead, both 
inaccurate and unjust. Gen. Thomas 
emerged from the War one of its few unde- 
feated Generals. No movement of his, from 
first to last, had been marred by a blunder. 
For him and his troops there had always been 
a victory. He was the prudent, officer, who 
regarded human life and the high interests 
of the Government matters of such concern 
as to forbid the rash use of the one or the 
perilmg of the other. But whenever the 
supreme hour of battle came it found him 
with all the means which he could command 
gathered in well ordered and prepared 
array, and every blow which he struck 
fell on the enemy with full and 
fatal power. His was also a well-rounded 
character. In all his intercourse, private 
and official, he was the same quiet, modest, 
unassuming gentleman. With these traits 
were mingled unusual firmness and resolu- 
tion, and a courage which led him, whenever 
necessary, to the very front line of the hot- 
test fighting. His army, from the highest to 
the lowest, had absolute confidence in his 
judgment, and looked upon his dispositions 
as the sure forerunners of victory. He was 
the idolized father of his troops. 

Naturally, those writers who frame books 
upon the theory that in proportion as other 
heroes are smirched and beaten down their 
own particular hero will rise toward colossal 
proportions have found ita difficult matter 
to deal with the perfect record of Gen. 
Thomas. 

Badeau, in his heavy military novel, in- 
vades all armies, and

in the attempt to carty into effect his theory 
of the best means“ of eulogizing Grant. 
When he reached Thomas his greatest task 
remained to be accomplished. Thomas had 
been uniformly successful and the Nation 
sounded his praises. The theory that he was 
siow at Nashville was the only plausible in- 
vention upon which to hang a sustained 
attack. This Badeau charges, and with this 
falsity seeks to shrivel the colossal figure of 
Thomas iv the eyes of the Nation. The at- 
tack upon hun is most insidious. Its numer- 
ous and malicious stabs are concealed under 
a fringe of praises. ‘Lhe latter, in the main, 
are given where nothing less would be tole- 
rated; but every chance for striking home 
with a stab is eagerly sought for and im- 
proved. A few instances will illustrate the 
character of this branch of Badeau’s work. 
Thomas was “apparently unambitious,” 
“lacked in quickness and brilliancy,“ 
originated no great plan of campaign,” 
“not his nature to take the in- 
itiative,” “sometimes slow when there 
was need of speed,” “not always ready for 
aggressive operations when his superiors 
wished,” “ his preparations were so elaborate 
that they interfered not only with his celer- 
ity, but with his promptness,”’ nevertheless 
he was, in some notable instances, so enii- 
nently successful thatithe world will probably 
give a verdict in his favor which greater 
soldiers [like Badeau] might withhold,” 
“never accepted them [opportunities| till 
they were thrust upon him,.“ Thomas’ de- 
termination to delay,“ Thomas’ situation 
at Nashville becoming daily mote humiliat- 
me and dangeruus,” * Woartiftying » 
quénce of the great campaigns of Grant and 
Sherman for .Chattanooga and Atlanta,“ 
powerful but dogged nature,“ Thomas’ 
inertness,”’ Grant had seen the same traits 
a year before at Chattanooga,” “the same 
provoking, obstinate delay before the battle.“ 
Such are some of the dagger-thrusts which 
Badeau deals free-handed from the cover of 
his praises at the preéiminently successful 
General of the War. There is nothing so 
strange in any other fiction as that this 
soldier, so loaded down with these above- 
recited and most grave dcfects, should have 
cuused the world—with the exception of 
Badeau and two or three greater soldiers— 


to adjudge him great and successful.

for doing what he has before shown that 
Grant ordered him to do, and, of course, com- 
mended Grant for doing. He thus, in glar- 
ing instances, seems unable to carry the 
thread of his own story from one chapter to 
the next, and whenever it isfound necessary 

in order to thrust at Thomas, to ignore vita 

facts or distort them, this facile novelist 
never hesitates for an instant. 

For these reasons it becomes necessary to 
examine those chapters of Badeau which 
precede his criticisin — affairs at Nash- 
ville, since from these, when corrected by the 
records on the subject, which were open to 
him when he wrote, the situation in which 
Gen. Thomas was placed, and the task which 
was imposed upon him, can bemade clear. 

The Nashville campaign, under Gen. 
Thomas, was a sequel to the march to the 
sea. Its success was the salvation of Sher- 
man’s military reputation. Its failure would 
have compromised both Sherman and Grant 
far more seriously than Thomas. It had 
taken Sherman four months of incessant 
fighting, with the combined armies of the 
Cumberland, the Tennessee, and the Ohio, to 
force back the Confederates under Joseph 
E. Johnston from Dalton to Atlanta. From 
that point the Confederates now under 
Hood marched to Sherman’s rear and threat- 
ened the safety of his communications, an 
invasion of ‘Tennessee, and a possible march 
to the Ohio. 

Thomas had been sent back to take charge 
of the fragmentary forces and protect the 
railway lines and posts of supply. Sherman 
followed Llood for ashort distance, and then 
persistently urged Grant to let him send back 
to Thomas one corps, the Fourth, 12,000 strong, 
with which to take care of Hood, and allow 
him (Sherman) with the rest of his three 
armies to march across to the sea. This was 
Sherman’s astonishing proposition, which he 
constantly repeated to Grant at City Point. 
Grant, for a time, as persistently insisted 
that Ilood sheuld be first destroyed. But 
finally, as a result of Sherman’s urging, and 
under the enormous assurances that he had 
left a much larger force with Thomas than 
was really ordered to him, Grant finally 
allowed him to start for Savannah. 

The preparation for that march

than the anxiety to leave Hood behind and 
undertake it.

When a second corps (Schoficid’«, 10,000 
strom) had been added to those sent Thomas, 
Grant gave Sherman permission to start for 
Savannah. Upon receiv this he ransacked 
hisarmies to make upa picked body of 62,000 
men for his march away from the enemy which 
bad sv long and so stubbornly resisted his com- 
bined armies.

On the 2nd of November Sherman himself was 
at Kingston, and his four corps, the Fifteenth, 
Seventeenth, Fourtcenth, and Twentieth. with 
one division of cavairy, were stretched along 
from Rome to Atlanta. The railroad and tele- 
graph lines had been repaired; the sick and 
wounded had been sent back to Chattanooga; 
the wagon-trains were loaded and ready to start 
at a day’s notice; the paymasters were paying 
the troops, and Sherman waited only until the 
Presidential election was over in order to start. 
There was now no serious enemy in bis front. 
Hood remained at mbia and Florence 
busy in collecting shoes and clothing for his 
men and the necessary ammunition and stores 
for the invasion of Tennessee, while Beauregard, 
who bad been placed in general command at the 
West, was at Corinth superintending the Rebel 
preparations. 

Sherman having marched, Badeau thus faint- 
ly describes the situation—a description he 
should have remembered in the chapter follow- 
ing it. where begins 

HIS OUTRAGEOUS CRITICISM ON THOMAS: 

“On the 12th of November Sherman severed 
communication with the forces on the Tennes- 
see, and from this time Thomas received his 
orders direct from Grant. He was now in com- 
mand of all the National troops between the 
Mississippi and the Alleghanies. To him from 
this momeut was committed the defense not 
only of Tennessee, but of all the territory ac- 
quired in the Atlanta, or even E Chatta- 
nooga campaign. | 

“ Tne same army, depleted, it is trué, but still 
the same command that had confronted Sher- 
man so long and so valiantly, now stood before 
‘Thomas, and threateved all at the West that in 
a year of battle either Grant or Sherman had 

ined. After wandering hundreds of miles, 

ood at last found a base, and railroad com- 
munication was uninterrupted in bis rear from 
Corinth to Selma and Mobile. The troops be- 
yond the Mississippi bad been ordered to re- 
inforce him, and the only successful leader of 
Nobel cavalry du the later years of the War 
had been placed under his command. Not only 
did Hood eoutoumber Schotield, but Shber- 
man, with the pick and flower of his 
army, men, pontoons even, what- 
ever he chose to tuke, all in the best 
state of preparation, he marched in 
avother direction, and a desperate effort, it was 
evident, was about to be made to strike at 
Thomas, whose fragmentary command was still 
scattered from Missouri to East Tennessee. The 
very boldness of Hood's movement was caicu- 
lated to affect the spirit of his troops. They 
knew, if defeated, that no other army remained 
or could be collected at the West in defense of 
their cause. They were to meet their old ene- 
my. The eyes of the South were upon them, the 
Nobel President bimself had journeyed from 
Richmond to incite them. Sberman had left 
them an vpen door, and they were about to re- 
claim the soil upon which many of them bad 
been born. Had Hood attacked Thomas before 
Schofield arrived, the result must have been 
disastrous to the National catse. But Forrest 
hud not returved from West Tennessee, and the 
Rebel chief had Jost some of the ardor which 
characterized the assaults before Atlanta. If 
his strategy was still bold. hig tactics were cer- 
tainly tamer. He lingered around Florence 
when every bour's deluy was of incaiculable ad- 
vantage to his adversary, and for twenty days, 

t this crisis of his fortune, he neither followed 

erman nor assaulted Scb fioeld.”’ 

This, then, was the situation when Thomas 
was left to deal with

which had been laid upon him. Sherman—leav- 
ing two small corps, the smallest of all under 
him—had marched off to the sea with no enemy 
in his front. The terms of enlistment of 15,000 
of the veterans left behind were e pirting, and 
all Ur wen GIG cAPITC enen a e trae 
places were tilled with 12,000 raw troops and 
about 6,000 civilian employés. His cavalry, ex- 
cept a very small force, was dismounted. Sher- 
than bad notified Graut that he was taking 7 
50,000 with him to the sea, when iu tact ne too 
over 62,000, and had assured bim that, while 
Hood's force was 40,000, Thomas would have at 
his control to meet him about 85,000 effective 
men. He bad also insisted that A. J. Smith's 
corps of veterans would ch Thomas from 
Missouri by Nov. I. when in fact this force did 
not arrive at Nashville untl Nov. , where it 
was in the act of disembarking while the battie 
of Franklin was in progress. It thus arrived 
too late for any assistance in the loug cam-

at the latter place came on, and Thomas had 
collected every man under his control for the 
fight, be had a total of 55,472, or about 30,000 be- 
low Sherman's lowest estimate, and at least 
15,000, or one-third, of these were, in every sense,. 
pertectly raw troops. 

The positions occupied. by the contending 
forces were clearly defined. omas base was 
Nashbvillp, at the northern apex of a triangle, 
whose sies were the railroad south to Decatur 
ou the Tennessee River, and the railroad south- 
eastwardly to Chattanooga, also on the Tennes- 
see River. The base of this triangle was the 
river between the pane where the railroad 
crossed it. Hood held that portion of the river 
about Tuscumbia and Florence, and Thomas the 
railroad lines and the river about Chattanooga 
and Stevenson. Hood had railroad communica- 
tion with Corinth, hisibase of supplies, and, bav- 
ing equip and organized his army. he started 
directly for Nashville by way of Pulaski, Colum- 
bia, and Franklin. The distance from Chatta- 
nooga to Nashville was 150 miles, and from De- 
catur to Nashville 120. Columbia is fifty-six 
miles south of Nushville. and Franklin is nine- 
teen miles south, both the latter places being on 
the railroad to Decat ar, and so on the line of 
Hood's advance. 


NO WONDER THAT ANXIETY, 


keen and strong, set in at City Point when it was 
known that Sherman had cut loose, and that 
Hood would invade Tennessee. No wonder that 
Sherman should begin to have misgivings as to 
his plan, and declare that Thomas’ complete 
victory was necessary to his own vindicagon, 
and that if there was failure his march would 
be adjudged the wild adventure ot a crazy fool.“ 
No wonder that Grant should be weigh down, 
as Badoau, without intending it, clearly shows 
that he was, with the grave responsibility that 
be bad assumed in allowing Sherman to march 
away from this important theatre ot war. 

From the moment these feelings took posses- 
sion of Grant and Sherman ftaulttinding with 
Thomas, who saved them both from themselv 
begau. Grant displayed it day by day, — 
Sherman took it up on arriving at Savaunah. 
As seen in the light of all that Badeau writes, 
this systematic, sustained, and unreasonable 
faulttinding censure were means of ex- 
cuse, devised in advance of a possible faii- 
ure of Thomas, which could be afterward pro- 
duced and used for self-defense from the storm 
which they felt would fall mainiy on them if 
Hood, in spite of Thomas, should march on to 
the Ohio. Well they knew, when too late to 
remedy their grave oversight, that they had not 
provided Thomas with proper means to accom- 
plish the great task laid upon dim. Weil did 
Geu. Sherman know that he had largely overes4 
timated to Grant the force left with Thomas, 
and it is no wonder that Grant was sorely dis- 
tressed when be came to ascertain Thomas’ real 
strength, or rather the great weakness of his 
widely-scattered forces. 


THE CAMPAIGN BACK TO NASHVILLE. 


Hood took five days to retit and rest bis army 
after Sherman disappeared in Georgia, and tnen 
started north with bis addition of Forrest's 10,000 


cavalry. These days bad been actively employed 


by Thomas in preparing to delay the Confeder- 
ate warch while his own conceutration went on. 
There was no busier place thun Nashville on the 
theatre of war. The movements to resist Hood 
were all made under extreme difficultics. 
Smith's veterans, promised for Nov. 1 by both 
Graut and Sherman,had not come when Hood's 
advance — - His cuvairy was 10,000 strong. 
been able to raise only 4,0u0 
Five days later the number of vet- 
crans lost to Gen. omus by reason of expira- 
tion of terms of service reached 156,000. In 
fact, this classof soldiers bad been purposely 
eliminated from Sherman's army and sent to 
Thomas; and, aa if in very mockery, Sherman, 
Grant, and of course Badeau, counted them con- 
stautly there, in all their grumblings, as effect- 
ive men, and have so counted them, and other 
t like them, ever since.

And further, de seems 
to have forgotten his own added sneer: “ But 
Thomas’ way of making war was different from 
Sherman's.“ In other words, Thomas had not 
instantly retreated. Badeau's general unfair- 
ness is well illustrated by the production of this 
dispatch of Sherman. hile it has long been
